A  comprehensive  history  of  skiing  from 
its  earliest  origins  to  the  outbreak  of 
World  War  II,  this  book  traces  the  trans- 
formation of  what  for  centuries  remained 
an  exclusively  utilitarian  practice  into 
the  exhilarating  modern  sport  we  know 
today.  E.John  B.  Allen  places  particular 
emphasis  on  the  impact  of  culture  on 
the  development  of  skiing,  from  the 
influence  of  Norwegian  nationalism  to 
the  role  of  the  military  in  countries  as 
far  removed  as  Austria,  India,  and  Japan. 
Although  the  focus  is  on  Europe,  Allen's 
analysis  ranges  all  over  the  snow-covered 
world,  from  Algeria  to  China  to  Zakopane. 
He  also  discusses  the  participation  of 
women  and  children  in  what  for  much 
of  its  history  remained  a  male-dominated 
sport. 

Of  all  the  individuals  who  contributed 
to  the  modernization  of  skiing  before 
World  War  II,  Allen  identifies  three  who 
were  especially  influential:  Fridtjof 
Nansen  of  Norway,  whose  explorations 
on  skis  paradoxically  inspired  the  idea  of 
skiing  as  sport;  Arnold  Lunn  of  England, 
whose  invention  of  downhill  skiing  and 
the  slalom  were  foundations  of  the 
sport's  globalization;  and  Hannes 
Schneider,  whose  teachings  introduced 
both  speed  and  safety  into  the  sport. 

Underscoring  the  extent  to  which 
ancient  ways  persisted  despite  modern- 
ization, the  book  ends  with  the  Russo- 
Finnish  War,  a  conflict  in  which  the 
Finns,  using  equipment  that  would  have 
been  familiar  a  thousand  years  before, 
were  able  to  maneuver  in  snow  that  had 


brought  the  mechanized  Soviet  army 
to  a  halt. 

More  than  fifty  images  not  only 
illustrate  this  rich  history  but  provide 
further  opportunity  for  analysis  of  its 
cultural  significance.

In  1901  the  United  States  Senate,  inspired 
by  the  City  Beautiful  movement  of  the 
late  nineteenth  century,  appointed  a 
commission  to  formulate  a  new  architec- 
tural plan  for  the  development  of  the 
nation's  capital.  Under  the  leadership 
of  Senator  James  McMillan  of  Michigan, 
the  Senate  Park  Commission  brought 
together  three  of  the  country's  leading 
architects  and  urban  planners — Daniel  H. 
Burnham,  the  former  director  of  the 
1893  World's  Fair  in  Chicago;  landscape 
architect  Frederick  Law  Olmsted  Jr.;  and 
architect  Charles  F.  McKim — as  well  as 
sculptor  Augustus  St.-Gaudens. 

During  a  ten-month  period  that 
included  a  six-week  tour  of  European 
cities,  the  McMillan  Commission  drafted 
a  plan  aimed  at  making  Washington  one 
of  the  most  beautiful  capitals  in  the 
world  by  redesigning  its  monumental 
core  and  creating  new  parklands  on 
reclaimed  land.  The  plan  called  for  re- 
landscaping  the  Mall;  creating  dramatic 
sites  for  memorials  west  and  south  of  the 
Washington  Monument;  consolidating 
railway  lines  and  clearing  slums;  designing 
a  coordinated  municipal  office  complex 
in  the  triangle  formed  by  Pennsylvania 
Avenue,  15th  Street,  and  the  Mall;  and 
establishing  a  comprehensive  recreation 
and  park  system  around  the  city. 

In  this  book,  distinguished  scholars 
from  a  variety  of  fields  reconstruct  the 
story  of  the  1901  plan  for  Washington, 
D.C.  They  discuss  the  events  leading  up 
to  the  formation  of  the  Senate  Park 


Commission,  the  political  setting  in 
which  it  embarked  on  its  work,  the 
decision-making  process  that  led  to  its 
final  recommendations,  and  the  early 
years  of  its  implementation.  More  than 
100  photographs  and  maps  complement 
the  text,  illustrating  why  the  McMillan 
Plan  quickly  became  a  benchmark  for 
modern  urban  design  and  triggered  a 
national  city-planning  movement.

How  a  major  federal  program 
shaped  the  development  of  the 
national  park  system 


In  the  years  following  World  War  II, 
Americans  visited  the  national  parks  in 
unprecedented  numbers,  yet  Congress 
held  funding  at  prewar  levels  and  park 
conditions  steadily  declined.  Elimination 
of  the  Civilian  Conservation  Corps  and 
other  New  Deal  programs  further 
reduced  the  ability  of  the  federal  govern- 
ment to  keep  pace  with  the  wear  and 
tear  on  park  facilities. 

To  address  the  problem,  in  1956  a 
ten-year,  billion-dollar  initiative  titled 
"Mission  66"  was  launched,  timed  to  be 
completed  in  1966,  the  fiftieth  anniver- 
sary of  the  National  Park  Service.  The 
program  covered  more  than  one  hun- 
dred visitor  centers  (a  building  type 
invented  by  Mission  66  planners), 
expanded  campgrounds,  innumerable 
comfort  stations  and  other  public  facili- 
ties, new  and  wider  roads,  parking  lots, 
maintenance  buildings,  and  hundreds 
of  employee  residences.  During  this 
transformation,  the  park  system  also 
acquired  new  seashores,  recreation 
areas,  and  historical  parks,  agency  uni- 
forms were  modernized,  and  the  arrow- 
head logo  became  a  ubiquitous  symbol. 
To  a  significant  degree,  the  national  park 
system  and  the  National  Park  Service  as 
we  know  them  today  are  products  of  the 
Mission  66  era. 

Mission  66  was  controversial  at  the 
time,  and  it  continues  to  incite  debate 
over  the  policies  it  represented.  Hasten- 
ing the  advent  of  the  modern  environ- 
mental movement,  it  transformed  the 
Sierra  Club  from  a  regional  mountain- 


eering club  into  a  national  advocacy 
organization.  But  Mission  66  was  also 
the  last  systemwide,  planned  develop- 
ment campaign  to  accommodate 
increased  numbers  of  automotive  tour- 
ists. Whatever  our  judgment  of  Mission 
66,  we  still  use  the  roads,  visitor  centers, 
and  other  facilities  the  program  built. 

Ethan  Carr's  book  examines  the  sig- 
nificance of  the  Mission  66  program  and 
explores  the  influence  of  midcentury 
modernism  on  landscape  design  and 
park  planning.  Environmental  and  park 
historians,  architectural  and  landscape 
historians,  and  all  who  care  about  our 
national  parks  will  enjoy  this  copiously 
illustrated  history  of  a  critical  period  in 
the  development  of  the  national  park 
system.

Invisible  Enemies 

The  American  War  on  Vietnam, 
1 975-2000 
Edwin  A.  Martini 

A  provocative  reassessment  of 
postwar  Amencan  policy  toward 
Vietnam 

Beginning  where  most  histories  of  the 
Vietnam  War  end.  Invisible  Enemies 
examines  the  relationship  between  the 
United  States  and  Vietnam  following 
the  American  pullout  in  1975.  Drawing 
on  a  broad  range  of  sources,  from  White 
House  documents  and  congressional 
hearings  to  comic  books  and  feature 
films.  Edwin  Martini  shows  how  the 
United  States  continued  to  wage  war  on 
Vietnam  "by  other  means''  for  another 
twenty-five  years.  In  addition  to  impos- 
ing an  extensive  program  of  economic 
sanctions,  the  United  States  opposed 
Vietnam's  membership  in  the  United 
Nations,  supported  the  Cambodians, 
including  the  Khmer  Rouge,  in  their 
decade-long  war  with  the  Vietnamese, 
and  insisted  that  Vietnam  provide  a 
"full  accounting"  of  American  MIAs 
before  diplomatic  relations  could 
be  established.  According  to  Martini, 
such  policies  not  only  worked  against 
some  of  the  stated  goals  of  U.S.  foreign 
policy,  they  were  also  in  opposition  to 
the  corporate  economic  interests  that 
ultimately  played  a  key  role  in  normaliz- 
ing relations  between  the  two  nations  in 
the  late  1990s. 

Martini  reinforces  his  assessment  of 
American  diplomacy  with  an  analysis  of 
the  "cultural  front" — the  movies,  myths, 
memorials,  and  other  phenomena  that 
supported  continuing  hostility  toward 
Vietnam  wrhile  silencing  opposing  views 
of  the  war  and  its  legacies.  He  thus  dem- 
onstrates that  the  "American  War  on 
Vietnam"  was  as  much  a  battle  for  the 


cultural  memory  of  the  war  within  the 
United  States  as  it  was  a  lengthy  eco- 
nomic, political,  and  diplomatic  cam- 
paign to  punish  a  former  adversary.

Born  to  an  immigrant  Philadelphia 
family  in  1779,  Stephen  Decatur  became 
at  age  twenty-five  the  youngest  man 
ever  to  serve  as  a  captain  in  the  U.S. 
Navy.  His  intrepid  heroism,  leadership, 
and  devotion  to  duty  made  him  a  perfect 
symbol  of  the  aspirations  of  the  growing 
nation.

Decatur's  friendships  with  James 
Madison,  John  Quincy  Adams,  and 
others  made  him  a  rising  star  in  national 
politics.  He  and  his  wife  Susan  built  an 
elegant  home  near  the  White  House, 
which  became  a  center  of  Washington 
society.  The  capital  and  the  nation  were 
shocked  when  Decatur  was  killed  at  the 
age  of  forty-one  in  a  duel  with  a  rival 
navy  captain. 

Although  he  died  prematurely, 
Decatur  played  a  significant  role  in  the 
shaping  of  the  nation's  identity  at  a  time 
when  the  American  people  were  deciding 
what  kind  of  nation  they  would  become.

Documents  the  American  retreat 
from  standards  holding  military 
commanders  accountable  for  war 
crimes 

In  September  1994,  Lawrence  P.  Rockwood, 
then  a  counterintelligence  officer  with 
the  U.S.  Army's  Tenth  Mountain  Division, 
was  deployed  to  Haiti  as  part  of  Opera- 
tion Restore  Democracy,  the  American- 
led  mission  to  oust  the  regime  of 
Raoul  Cedras  and  reinstall  President 
Jean-Bertrand  Aristide.  Shortly  after 
arriving  in-country,  Captain  Rockwood 
began  receiving  reports  of  human  rights 
abuses  at  the  local  jails,  including  the 
murder  of  political  prisoners. 

He  appealed  to  his  superiors  for 
permission  to  take  action  but  was  repeat- 
edly turned  down.  Eventually,  after 
filing  a  formal  complaint  with  an  army 
inspector  general,  he  set  off  to  inspect 
the  jails  on  his  own.  The  next  day, 
Captain  Rockwood  found  himself  on  a 
plane  headed  back  to  the  United  States, 
where  he  was  tried  by  court-martial, 
convicted  on  several  counts,  and 
discharged  from  military  service. 

In  this  book,  Rockwood  places  his 
own  experience  within  the  broader 
context  of  the  American  military  doc- 
trine of  "command  responsibility" — the 
set  of  rules  that  holds  individual  officers 
directly  responsible  for  the  commission 
of  war  crimes  under  their  authority.  He 
traces  the  evolution  of  this  doctrine 
from  the  Civil  War,  where  its  principles 
were  first  articulated  as  the  "Lieber 
Code,"  through  the  Nuremberg  trials 


following  World  War  II,  where  they  were 
reaffirmed  and  applied,  to  the  present. 

Rockwood  shows  how  in  the  past  half- 
century  the  United  States  has  gradually 
abandoned  its  commitment  to  these 
standards,  culminating  in  recent  Bush 
administration  initiatives  that  in  effect 
would  shield  American  commanders  and 
officials  from  prosecution  for  many  war 
crimes.  The  Abu  Ghraib  and  Guanta- 
namo  prison  abuse  scandals,  the  recently 
disclosed  illegal  CIA  detention  centers, 
the  unprecedented  policy  of  tolerating 
acts  considered  as  torture  by  both  inter- 
national standards  and  U.S.  military  doc- 
trine, and  the  recent  cover-ups  of  such 
combat-related  war  crimes  as  the  Haditha 
massacre  of  November  2005,  all  reflect  an 
"official  anti-humanitarian"  trend,  Rock- 
wood argues,  that  is  at  odds  with  our 
nation's  traditions  and  principles.

Clarence  Adams

A  black  soldier's  odyssey  from 
Memphis  to  Korea  to  China  and 
back 

Throughout  his  life,  Clarence  Adams 
exhibited  self-reliance,  ambition,  ingenu- 
ity, courage,  and  a  commitment  to  learn- 
ing— character  traits  often  equated  with 
the  successful  pursuit  of  the  American 
Dream.  Unfortunately,  for  an  African 
American  coming  of  age  in  the  1930s 
and  1940s,  such  attributes  counted  for 
little,  especially  in  the  South. 

Adams  was  a  seventeen-year-old  high 
school  dropout  in  1947  when  he  fled 
Memphis  and  the  local  police  to  join  the 
U.S.  Army.  Three  years  later,  after  fighting 
in  the  Korean  War  in  an  all-black  artil- 
lery unit  that  he  believed  to  have  been 
sacrificed  to  save  white  troops,  he  was 
captured  by  the  Chinese.  After  spend- 
ing almost  three  years  as  a  POW,  during 
which  he  continued  to  suffer  racism  at 
the  hands  of  his  fellow  Americans,  he 
refused  repatriation  in  1953,  choosing 
instead  the  People's  Republic  of  China, 
where  he  hoped  to  find  educational  and 
career  opportunities  not  readily  available 
in  his  own  country. 

While  living  in  China,  Adams  earned 
a  university  degree,  married  a  Chinese 
professor  of  Russian,  and  worked  in 
Beijing  as  a  translator  for  the  Foreign 
Languages  Press.  During  the  Vietnam 
War  he  made  a  controversial  anti-war 
broadcast  over  Radio  Hanoi,  urging  black 
troops  not  to  fight  for  someone  else's 
political  and  economic  freedoms  until 
they  enjoyed  these  same  rights  at  home. 

In  1966,  having  come  under  suspicion 


during  the  Chinese  Cultural  Revolution, 
he  returned  with  his  wife  and  two  chil- 
dren to  the  United  States,  where  he  was 
subpoenaed  to  appear  before  the  House 
Committee  on  Un-American  Activities 
to  face  charges  of  "disrupting  the  morale 
of  American  fighting  forces  in  Vietnam 
and  inciting  revolution  in  the  United 
States."  After  these  charges  were 
dropped,  he  and  his  family  struggled 
to  survive  economically.  Eventually, 
through  sheer  perseverance,  they 
were  able  to  fulfill  at  least  part  of  the 
American  Dream.  By  the  time  he  died, 
the  family  owned  and  operated  eight 
successful  Chinese  restaurants  in  his 
native  Memphis.

In  the  fall  of  1967,  Carol  McEldowney, 
a  twenty-four-year-old  community 
organizer  living  in  Cleveland,  embarked 
on  a  remarkable  journey.  In  a  climate  of 
growing  domestic  unrest  and  international 
turmoil,  she  traveled  illegally  to  North 
Vietnam  with  fellow  members  of  Students 
for  a  Democratic  Society  (SDS)  to  meet  the 
enemy  face-to-face.  She  was  determined  to 
understand  the  foe  that  had  troubled 
America's  leaders  in  Washington  since  the 
end  of  World  War  II.  With  an  eye  toward 
history  and  a  recognition  of  the  signifi- 
cance of  her  journey.

McEldowney  first  gained  the  respect 
of  her  fellow  activists  as  a  student  orga- 
nizer at  the  University  of  Michigan. 
High  regard  for  her  intelligence,  skill, 
and  hard  work  with  SDS's  Economic 
Recovery  Action  Program  during  the 
years  following  her  graduation  in  1964 
earned  her  an  invitation  to  attend  an  inter- 
national conference  in  Czechoslovakia  and 
an  offer  to  continue  on  to  North  Vietnam. 
Though  her  journal  displays  only  traces 
of  the  feminist  consciousness  that  would 
mark  her  later  political  activism,  she 
recorded  her  observations  of  North 
Vietnam  clearly  aware  that  she  was  an 
outsider — a  woman  not  subject  to  the 
military  draft,  not  married  to  a  soldier, 
and  without  the  heartache  of  a  brother 
or  even  a  close  friend  serving  in  the  war. 


McEldowney  searched  for  glimpses  of 
everyday  life  that  would  help  her  to  better 
relate  to  women  in  Hanoi  and  the  hard- 
ships they  faced  during  wartime.  As  she 
traveled  in  North  Vietnam,  she  sought  a 
deeper  understanding  of  the  events  of  her 
time.  Her  journal  provides  readers  with  a 
unique  lens  through  which  to  study  those 
events  and  gain  a  new  perspective  on  the 
Vietnam  War  era.

A  clear-eyed  account  of  a  teenage 
girl  coping  with  the  sudden  loss  of 
her  mother  and  the  slow  decline  of 
her  father 


On  a  swelteringjune  night  in  1959,  Betty 
O'Malley  died  from  lymphatic  cancer, 
leaving  behind  an  alcoholic  husband  and 
eight  shell-shocked  children — seven  sons 
and  one  daughter,  ranging  in  age  from 
two  to  fifteen  years.  The  daughter, 
Carole,  was  thirteen  at  the  time.  In  this 
poignant  memoir,  she  recalls  in  vivid 
detail  the  chaotic  course  of  her  family 
life  over  the  next  four  years. 

The  setting  for  the  story  is  Hungry 
Hill,  an  Irish-Catholic  working-class 
neighborhood  in  Springfield,  Massachu- 
setts. Grief-stricken  over  his  wife's  death, 
Joe  O'Malley,  a  mid-level  executive  at 
an  insurance  company,  spends  his  nights 
on  the  living  room  sofa  listening  to  the 
sentimental  ballads  of  Frank  Sinatra,  a 
tumbler  of  whiskey  always  nearby.  At 
first  Carole  struggles  to  pull  her  father 
back  from  his  world  of  teary,  booze- 
soaked  memories.  Slipping  into  her 
mother's  role,  she  "holds  the  fort"  and 
works  at  keeping  her  seven  brothers  in 
line,  straining  to  give  the  shaky  house- 
hold a  semblance  of  normalcy,  while 
also  trying  to  keep  her  own  dreams  alive. 
She  is  drawn  to  the  high  school  world  of 
dances,  academic  honors,  and  the  excite- 
ment of  her  first  kiss,  but  the  weight  of 
apprehension  for  her  family  sets  her  apart 
from  that  carefree  social  scene. 

Fifteen  months  after  his  wife's  death, 
Joe  takes  a  new  wife — Mary  Ford,  a 
bristling  and  difficult  woman.  While 
Joe  passes  off  Mary's  outbreaks  of  rage 
and  physical  abuse  as  "nerves,"  the 
short-lived  marriage  turns  into  an  end- 


less merry-go-round  of  cocktail  parties 
and  hotel  bars.  Before  long,  Joe's  health 
collapses  and  he  dies,  leaving  his  chil- 
dren orphaned  for  the  second  time. 

Carole  O'Malley  Gaunt  recounts 
this  sad  story  with  remarkable  clarity, 
humor,  and  insight.  The  narrative  is 
punctuated  by  occasional  fictional  scenes 
that  allow  the  adult  Carole  to  comment 
on  her  teenage  experiences  and  to  probe 
the  impact  of  her  mother's  death  and  her 
father's  alcoholism.

The  enigmatic  stories  in  this  haunting 
collection  deal  with  individuals  striving 
to  live  outside  the  dominant  American 
culture — people  who  do  not  want  to  be 
incorporated,  appropriated,  or  consumed.

A  young  artist  in  New  York  City 
pursues  a  simple  life,  a  passive  life,  the 
yielding  life  of  a  Mennonite,  even  as 
she  immerses  herself  in  the  gritty  urban 
culture  of  the  East  Village.  Another 
woman,  given  a  short  time  to  live,  sets 
up  ant  farms  on  her  stoop  in  Alphabet 
City  and  is  determined  to  discover  how 
worlds  are  made  by  watching  the  ants 
and  only  the  ants.  A  Vietnam  veteran 
finds  meaning  as  a  dishwasher  at  the 
Catholic  Worker,  where  he  circles  on  his 
stump  of  a  leg,  aware  that  the  thing  that 
is  missing,  that  cannot  be  seen,  is  most 
present. 

Many  of  these  stories  experiment  with 
the  form  of  writing  itself.  They  reflect  the 
vision  of  an  artist  who  remains  separate — 
in  the  world,  but  not  of  the  world — and 
whose  goal  is  not  to  dazzle  or  entertain, 


but  simply,  humbly  to  be  present  for  each 
word.

Between  the  two  world  wars,  American 
publishing  entered  a  "golden  age"  charac- 
terized by  an  explosion  of  new  publishers, 
authors,  audiences,  distribution  strate- 
gies, and  marketing  techniques.  The 
period  was  distinguished  by  a  diverse  lit- 
erary culture,  ranging  from  modern  cul- 
tural rebels  to  working-class  laborers, 
political  radicals,  and  progressive  house- 
wives. In  America  the  Middlebrow,  Jaime 
Harker  focuses  on  one  neglected  mode 
of  authorship  in  the  interwar  period — 
women's  middlebrow  authorship  and  its 
intersection  with  progressive  politics. 

With  the  rise  of  middlebrow  institu- 
tions and  readers  came  the  need  for  the 
creation  of  the  new  category  of  author- 
ship. Harker  contends  that  these  new 
writers  appropriated  and  adapted  a 
larger  tradition  of  women's  activism  and 
literary  activity  to  their  own  needs  and 
practices.  Like  sentimental  women 
w7riters  and  readers  of  the  1850s,  these 
authors  saw  fiction  as  a  means  of  reform- 
ing and  transforming  society.  Like  their 
Progressive  Era  forebears,  they  replaced 
religious  icons  with  nationalistic  images 
of  progress  and  pragmatic  ideology.  In 
the  interwar  period,  this  mode  of  author- 
ship was  informed  by  Deweyan  pragma- 
tist  aesthetics,  which  insisted  that  art 
provided  vicarious  experience  that  could 
help  create  humane,  democratic  societies. 

Drawing  on  letters  from  publishers, 
editors,  agents,  and  authors,  America  the 
Middlebrow  traces  four  key  moments  in 


this  distinctive  culture  of  letters  through 
the  careers  of  Dorothy  Canfield,  Jessie 
Fauset,  Pearl  Buck,  and  Josephine  Herbst.
